Seventh Maine Battery. 

This Battery was the last one recruited in 
this State, and was mustered into the ser- 
vice the later part of 1863. It was largely 
composed of veterans who had seen service 
in other organizations, and a superior class 
of men. One of the sergeants had been 
captain in the Second Maine Infantry, 
another had been a lieutenant in a New 
Hampshire, and several of the privates had 
been previously either sergeants or corpor- 
als. One of the privates was ason of ex- 

Samuel C. Fessenden, another 
of ex-Gov. Perham, still another was the 
son of Dr. Pease of Bridgton. . 

The Battery was attached to the 
Army Corps, and its first engagement was 
in the Battle of the Wilderness. After 
this it participated in the battles of Spots- 
ylvania, North Anna, Cold Harbor and 
Petersburg, and occupied the fort known 
as ‘Fort Hell” during the long winter siege 
of 1864-65. It assisted in the capture of 
Petersbu’g and Richmond, and in the pursuit 
and capture of Gen. Lee’s Army. It was 
the only Maine Battery that marched in 
the review in Washington after the col- 
lapse of the rebellion, and was then mus- 
tered out of the service. 

On the occasion of the meeting of the 
National Encampment recently in Port- 
land, the Seventh Maine Battery had a re- 
union, when sixty of the members 
were present, including three out of the 
original five commissioned officers. The 
members are considerably scattered, quite 
a number residing in other States, though 
a large per ceat. of those present still re- 
side in Maine. A singular fact brought 
out at this reunion was that eight of the 
men mustered out of this Battery, have 
since been killed on railroads. This 
number includes two sergeants and one 
corporal. It is proposed to have a history 
of the Battery written including personal 
sketches of each member, and the matter 
has been placed in competent hands. The 
Battery voted to hold its future reunions 
with the 23d, 26th and 30th Maine Regi- 
ments, a8 quitea ber of its bers 
had served in one or another of these or- 
ganizations. 

At a meeting of the consolidated organi- 
zation, Gen. Francis Fesseden of Portland, 
was chosen President, Major W. B. Lap- 
ham of Augusta, Ist Vice President, and 
Capt. Geo. H. Abbott of Portland, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer. Of the commissioned 
officers of the Battery not present, Capt. 
A. B. Twitchell is in Newark, N. J., and 
Lieut. Frank Thorpe is 1st lieutenant in the 
5th U. S. Artillery, and is stationed at Fort 
Hamilton, N. Y. First Sergeant, Osborn 
J. Pierce of Albion, Me., was promoted to 
2d lieutenant, but was never mustered on 
account of the close of the war. Near the 
collapse of the rebellion, 1st Lieutenant W. 
B. Lapham was promoted quarter master 
with the rank of captain, but did not leave 
the Battery until it was ordered home.

DisasTROUS Fire. A bad fire occurred 
at Stoughton, Wis., on Sunday, burning 
ten out of thirteen large tobacco ware- 
houses, the St. Paul depot, and about 


twenty freight cars loaded with wheat and 
merchandise, causing a loss estimated all 
the way from $500,000 to $1,000,000. The 
fire originated in an old hay press now used 
as a box factory. The tobacco ware- 
houses were all owned by New York and 
*hiladelphia tob houses. Oppen- 
heimer & Co., Rosenwald & Co., Cohn & 
Co. and John Mark of Chicago, being 
among the losers. The fire probably 
caused the heaviest destruction of tobacco 
that has ever occured inthe United States 
atone time from that cause. It is esti- 
mated that fully one third of the entire 
Wisconsin tobacco crop of last year was 
consumed. There were about 9000 cases 
stored in the warehouses ready for ship- 
ment. These cases were worth about $50 
apiece, thus making the loss on tobacco 
about $450,000. The warehouses were 
worth about $2500 each, making an addi- 
tional loss of $25,000. The depot was a 
large frame structure which had been re- 
cently repaired, so that it was almost en- 
tirely new. A large amount of freight 
stored in the depot was saved. ‘The freight 
cars which were burned were standing on 
the side track, and in the excitement of the 
fire it was impossible to remove them to a 
safe location. Nothing can be learned of 
the origin of the fire. ‘Che general opinion, 
however, is that it was started by some 
fourth of July patriot who was careless in 
the use of fireworks. This makes the sec-

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THE TRADE PasT AND FuTURE. Mar- 
shall N. Rich, Esq., of the Portiand Board,of 
Trade, hus made the following statement 
of the condition of business throughout the 
State for the last quarter : 

Most branches of business have been 
very fair throughout this State for the 
first half of the year. A steady hand-to- 
mouth trade has been realized and collec- 
tions have been prompt. Better trade is 
looked for in the last half of the year, 
which will no doubt have the effect to 
stimulate better prices, and a more profit- 
able fall business will be realized than in 
the past two years. This will apply te the 
dry goods trade as well as to other 
branches. 

The fishing fleet will not only be kept 
up, but will be increased. Though remu- 
nefative prices continue to prevail, full ad- 
vances «xp cted, to the amount of the du- 
ties to go on to fish from the Provinces, 
now that the Washington treaty is abro- 
gated, wili not be likely to be realized, nor 
will importations of foreign fish be dimin- 
ished materially, andi co not anticipate 
any perceptible change in this branch of 
business here the present season on ac- 
count of the termination of the treaty, por 
do | look for reciprocal trade relations be- 
tween the United States and Canadas for 
some time to come, though both countries 
would better prosper under equitable re- 
ciprocal business intercourse. 

The lumber interests bave asa whole a 
prosperous outlook. Spring drives have 
assured an ample supply of stock, and will 
no doubt be sufficient for a steadily increas- 
ing shipping demand at a fair price. 

The shipping interests have suffered such 
further depression as to render navigation 
an unprofitable investment, and the pros- 
pect is that but few new vessels will be 
builtin Maine this year, and those con- 
fined chiefly to large class schooners.
